[Abstract:] Amount of assay work on gold for year ending June 30, 1894.

The amount of Assay work on gold, for the year ending June 30, 1894, was much larger 
than for many previous years. 

The number of gold ingots (for coinage), (How many?) made this year was larger than for 
any year since 1861. And although in some previous years (viz 1851, 1852, and 1861), the 
number of melts of ingots made was in excess of the year 1894, yet the bulk or total weight of 
ingots (How much?) made and assayed, was much greater the past year, than in any previous 
year: for the reason that the weight of each melt of gold is much in excess of the melt formerly 
made. 


The receipt of gold bullion as deposits (How much?) for the past year exceeded in 
number any year since 1854. 

The value of gold and silver deposited at the Mint at Philadelphia during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1894. Aggregated $82,902,414.31. U.S. Gold coins of the face value of 
$1,622,446.00 containing 86,849,070 standard ozs. Of the coining value of $1,615,796.65 and 
silver coins of the face value of $1,696,043.07 containing 1,297,325.05 standard ozs. Of the 
coining value of $1,509,614.60 were deposited and melted during the year. 

Foreign gold coins of various denominations containing 747 312 standard ozs. Of the 
coining value of $13,903.48 and silver coins containing 3279 standard ozs. Of the coining values 
of $38.16 were deposited during the year. 

The silver work has fallen off very much, on account of the purchase of silver being 
discontinued. 

We find that the total amount (or number?) of gold arrays made (including all preliminary 
work), to be close to 27200. And the total silver to be 12200.
